The Nominee. 
K nute Nelson is a Norweigan 
by birth. 
He was born in the par­ 
ish of Voss, near the city Burgen, 
Norway. February 2, 18*43. 
He 
came to the United States in 1840 
He moved to W alworth county, 
Wis.. in November of the same 
year, and lived there until 1853 
when he moved to Deerfield, Dane 
county which was his home until 
August, 1871. 
In 
th at year he 
went 
to 
Alexandria, 
Douglas 
county, Mi in., 
which has since 
been his home. 
He received an 
academic education. 
In early life 
Mr. Nelson was a farmer, but on 
the outbreak of the rebellion, or 
in May 1861, he enlisted in the 
Fourth 
W isconsin 
volunteers, 
serving in th at regiment as a pri­ 
vate and noncommissioned officer 
until July, 1864. 
He was wound­ 
ed in the charge on Fort Hudson. 
La., June 14, 186$ and also taken 
prisoner. 
From 1865 until 1867 Mr. Nelson 
read law in the office of Col. Vilas 
the 
present postmaster general, 
when he was admitted to the bar 
by the circuit court of Dane coun­ 
ty, Wis. 
From that time until 
the present he has been engaged 
actively iii tile practice of law, 
holding a high position at the bar 
both in Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
and lias also devoted considerable 
attention to farming. 
For the past 18 or 20 years Mr. 
Nelson has been prominent iii pol­ 
itics, being at all times and at all 
places a staunch Republican. 
His 
first vote was for Abraham L in­ 
coln on his return from the army 
iii 1864. 
In 
1858 and I860 
lie 
was a member of the Assembly 
of the Wisconsin Legislature, rep­ 
resenting a part of Dane county. 
In 1872 and 1873 and a part of lh74 
he was County Attorney of Doug­ 
las county, this state, being pro­ 
moted later to the State Senate, 
where during the years 1875 ’76, 
*77 and *78 
be represented 
the 
counties of Douglass, Pope, Grant, 
Stevens and Big Stone. 
He was 
one of the Presidential electors on 
the Garfield 
and A rthur ticket, 
and for a number of years has been 
a member of the Board of Regents 
of the state University. 
Mr. Nelson's greatest political 
fight was that of four years ago in 
the Fiftli district when he was 
elected to Congress in a triangular 
fight, 
Hon. 
C. F. 
Kindred, of 
Brainerd, a leading and influential 
republican, and Hon. E. P, Bar­ 
num, of Sauk Center being his op­ 
ponents. 
Nelson received 16,054 
votes, Kindred 12,238 and Barnum 
6,248. 
Mr. Nelson was renominated in 
1884, his opponent being Mr. Bax­ 
ter, who received 13,176 votes to 
25,600 for Mr. Nelson. 
Mr. Nelson’s services in congress 
have given very general satisfac­ 
tion to his constituents, as the ac­ 
tion of the convention Wednesday 
showed. 


Labor’s Boom. 


The strongest and most encourag­ 
ing feature in the business and in­ 
dustrial situation of the United 
States is the fact that stocks of all 
kinds of manufactured products are 
comparatively light. 
Stores 
and 
warehouses and factories, instead 
of being loaded up and loaded down 
with products, are 
iii moderate 
supply only. Manufactures instead 
of crowding production to its ut­ 
most limits, are throwing off a por­ 
tion of their capacity and manufac­ 
turing only to meet the current 
demand. 
This policy bas been fol­ 
lowed since the opening of the year 
in all branches and will be the poli­ 
cy of great and small m a n u fa c tu r­ 
ing interests throughout the year. 
The immediate effect of this course 
is to preserve prices to prevent any 
hurtful competition, and to m ain­ 
tain that confidence in business 
and trade circles, which is abso­ 
lutely necessary to industrial and 
commercial prosperity. 
The orga­ 
nization of labor on one side, and 
employers on the other, contines 
in all sections of the country. 
The 
Knights of 
Labor 
are 
making 
vigorous but conservative efforts 
to strengthen their organization. 
They are weeding out their entire 
order machinery, weeding out in­ 
sufficiency 
wherever it is to be 
found, and supplanting it with a 
little higher order of organizing 
and lecturing 
intelligence. 
The 
Trade Unionists have within the 
past week or two been exchanging 
a good deal of correspondence over 
the outcome of the Cleveland con­ 
vention of the Knights of Labor. 
They have not yet decided what 
course to pursue. 
W hile there is 
no 
open antagonism, there is a 
secret hostility on the part of the 
leaders of the various Trade Union 
against the Knights of Labor. Tile 
latter organization is open-hearted 
aud open-handed , and intends to 
pursue only a most honorable but 
very energetic policy iii its work 
of gathering iii all outside labor in­ 
to the one common fold. 
The lat­ 
est news concerning labor move­ 
ments 
is to 
the effect th at as 
soon as the mid-summer quietude 
is over, that the work of organiza-' 
tion will be undertaken with m o re; 
energy than ever, stimulated by a 
spirit of emulation. 


THE BLOODY FIFTH. 


Hon. Knute Nelson Nominated to 


Succeed Himself. 


The Fifth disirict congressional 
Republican convention was called 
to order by E. E. Corliss of Fergus 
Falls chairman of the Republican 
congressional committee. He spoke 
of the bloody Fifth as being one of 
the most im portant congressional 
districts in the United States and 
although Republicans 
there can 
fight among themselves they are 
found 
united 
when 
a common 
enemy. 
He advised harmony and 
hoped that old wounds had been 
closed no new ones would be open­ 
ed. 
After reading the call for the 
convention lie announced th at a 
committee had been selected with 
C. F. Kindred, of Brainerd, as a 
temporary chairman, Judge Sulli­ 
van, of Becker county was elected 
temporary secretary. A committee 
of five was appointed on permanent 
organization as follows: Matson, 
of W ilkin; Hartley, Crow W ing; 
Kendall. St. Louis; Stone, Stevens; 
Damon, Stearns. 
A committee on 
resolutions consisting of nine was 
appointed, 
Ensign, 
St. 
Louis; 
Mitchell, Stearns; McGrand, Polk; 
W ard, Douglas; Williams, Otter 
Tail, 
Rhodes, 
Morrison; Tony 
Torson, Polk, R. A. Costello, Big- 
stone; 
Knute 
Melby, Grant. 
A 
committe of seven on credentials 
was appointed as follows: Stord- 
ock, Wilkin; Don A. Dodge, St, 
Louis; Horr, Cass; May hew, Ben­ 
ton,. 
Vanstrom, Kittson. Alden, 
Carlton, Thompson, Crow Wing. 
A recess of half an bour was then 
taken. 


N EL SO N N O M IN A TE D . 


After a recess of half an hour 
the committee on credentials made 
report. 
The committee 
on pre- 
manent org nizati rn ; teommendei 
unanimous! 
that the temporary 
organization be made permanent 
The report 
of both committees 
were adopted. 
On motion of C. 
B. Sleeper, the convention proceed­ 
ed to the nomination of a candi­ 
date for C ingress, 
E. E. Corliss 
nominoted Hon. Knute Nelson in 
a few highly complimentary terms 
A motion was made by B. F. H a rt­ 
shorn^ of Verndale to nominate 
Mr. Nelson by acclamation which 
was carried, 
After the name ot 
S. G. Comstock, of Clay countv. 
had been proposed and met with 
no second, members of the delaga- 
tion of his county having stated 
that he was.not a candidate. 
The 
committee on resolutions reported 
unanimously on the following res­ 
olutions which were adopted. 


W hereas, The welfare of the country 
depen ds largely upon the existence of 
equitable and harmonious relations be­ 
tween the various parties and interests 
entering into and constituting the gen­ 
eral business of the country; 
A nd W hereas, The most important 
of all these interest is manual labor, upon 
which depend the life, comfort and hap- 
E 
incss of a large majority of our people, 
ut 
which 
has long been dominated 
by, and made subservient to large money­ 
ed interests, which are powerful bv rea­ 
son of organization and skillful manage­ 
ment; 
A s d , W hereas, The agricultural and 
other industries of the country are in a 
state of long continued depression, in 
degree much greater than is the case 
with the moneyed interests and institu­ 
tions of the country: 
T herefore be it Resolved, That it 
is the imperative and immediate duty of 
congress and of our state legislature, to 
ascertain the causes of and remedies for 
the difficulties named, and to enact such 
laws as shall tend to secure for all hon­ 
orable labor its reasonable reward, and 
for the laborer every possible protection 
in his constitutional rights, and to secure 
to the tiller of the soil his proper share 
of the results of his labor. 
R e s o l v e d , That in the matter of the 
present extravagant and unreasonable 
price for railroad transportation of grain 
and other articles of produce, and of 
general merchandise, there is, as in all 
other business transactions a fair and 
equitable point to which both the ship­ 
per and the railroad company should 
and must come; if not willingly, then 
by such certain and speedy application 
of the law as may be necessary : and it 
clearly devolves upon the next legisla­ 
ture to enact all laws necessary to this 
end; also to provide against all unjust 
discriminations. 
And for the 
proper 
enactment and the honest and prompt 
enforcement of such laws the legisla­ 
ture and the executive should be held to 
a strict accountability. 
Resolved, That the present laws pro­ 
viding for an open market, and for the 
proper inspection and grading of grain, 
and for the operation of elevators and 
warehouses, should he perfected to the 
satisfaction of the parties raising aud 
shipping the grain, and made operative 
in the whole state. 


R e s o l v e d , That the several railroads 
of the state should by law be required 
to receive from each other car-loads of 
fuel and lumber, so that the same shall 
be transported by the most direct route 
to its destination over two or more lines 
of railroad at no greater aggregate cost 
to the shipper than would be charged if 
the entire distance were upon the road 
of one company, to the end that the set­ 
tlers upon both the prairie and the tim­ 
bered lands of the state may mutually 
profit by such reasonable 
charge 
for 
transportation. 
R e s o l v e d , That in order to determine 
what are reasonable charges upon any 
line of railroad commissioners should as­ 
certain what amounted has been actual­ 
ly invested by the owners of such rail­ 
road, and should disregard all lictitious 
“ watered stock” so called. 
Resolved, That it is the duty of our 
member of congress to favor such inter­ 
state commerce legislation as shall be 
condusivc to the best interests of the 
state. 
Resolved, That we must be constantly 
guarded against the exactions and en­ 
croachments of monopolies, and in per­ 
formance of that duty it devolves upon 
us to develop by all means at our com­ 
mand the great lake water route, fortun­ 
ately terminating within tills congres­ 
sional district at the city of Duluth, and 
no pains or reasonable expense should 
be spared by our state or by the general 
government in investing that city and 
port with all possible facilities for the 
transaction there of the shipping busi­ 
ness for a large part of the western half 
of theccntinent; for by no other instru­ 
mentality than the Lake Route can we 
escape the exaction- of monopolies in 
the matter of shipments to and from the 
East; And while we are in favor of a 
liberal appropriation for our harbors on 
Lake Superior, our representative in con­ 
gress should also labor for the develop­ 
ment of the waterways in the western 
portion of the state, having especial ref­ 
erence to the Big Stone lake, Lake Trav­ 
erse and Red river water route. 


Resolved, That the legislature, at its 
next session should pass a carefully con­ 
sidered and prepared law for the proper 
regulation of the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine or bogus butter under 
whatsoever name offered, within this 
state with severe penalties, including 
imprisonment for infractions of the law. 
We further earnestly urge upon our 
senators in congress to use all honorable 
efforts to secure the passage through 
that body of the bill having this general 
object in view which has already passed 
the house, and is now pending in the 
senate.

C uster B a ttle fie ld . M ont, Special Tele­ 
gram, June 25.—The tenth anniversary of 
the dark aud bloody tragedy which will be a 
gloomy page in American history was to­ 
day appropriately celebrated by a few sur­ 
vivors of that dreadful June day.

over the entire field and described in an in­ 
telligent and straightforward maimer the 
exact manner in which the Custer command 
w as destroyed.

The ap p lication s of photography to 
various new purposes are becoming 
alm ost as num erous iis those of elec­ 
tricity. A correspondent of .Science re­ 
lates a recent occurrence in France in 
which a com b ination of the tw o serv­ 
ed ii very strange and 
rem arkable 
purpose. 
A large number of w ork­ 
men were buried in ii cave in a hill­ 
side by a landslide. 
It w as found im ­ 
possible to dig t lion out; but a bole 
was bored down to t tie eave, through 
Hie earth and rocks, large enough to 
put in provisions and tools. 
As there 
was no sign of life, it w as determ ined 
to try and find out the condition of 
the im prisoned m en. 
A nelectric lam p 
and photographic cam era provided 
wit Ii a sensitive plat e, were let down 
into the cave, and a quite perfect pict­ 
ure was o b t.lined, 
show ing the dead 
bodies of the men lying on the ground. 
It also show ed that one of th e last 
su rvivors had 
vain ly 
attem p ted to 
preserve his life by eating the flesh ol 
his dead 
com panions.

facts had been ascertained, all a t ­ 
tem pts a t rescue were given up; but the 
novel m eans of investigation em ploy­ 
ed were very creditable to the ingenu­ 
ity of the operators.

Curlev, the Crow sco u t w ho

H orn w ith Custer, was also present, b u t Gail 
tu rn e d his back on Curley a n d said ‘‘he ran 
aw ay too soon in the light.” Gall is a p o w e r­ 
ful, fine-looking sp ecim en of the red race, for­ 
ty-six years old and weighs over 2 0 0 pounds. 
He first a p p ea red re tic e n t a n d w as inclined 
to a ct sullen, b u t w hen he stood on the spot 
w hich saw th e last tight of C aster on earth 
bis dark eyes lighted w ith tire, lie becam e 
earn e stly co m m u n ica tiv e an d he told all he 
knew w ith o u t restraint.

ant girl am ong the B avarian Alps, 
whom, however, he could not wed, she 
being of humble birt h. 
She was a pu­ 
pil of Wagner, and the king fiist met 
her when one d ay lie accom panied the 
m aestro to her hom e. 
H e paid court 
to her in the disguise of a poor m usi­ 
cian and won her love. 
But Wagner, 
fearing her happiness would be imperil­ 
ed, one d ay diseloseed to her the roy­ 
al identity o f l: r lover and the hope­ 
lessness of her passion, w hereupon she 
died of a bioken heart- 
T his much 
is certain, th a t the king w as not only 
a m isanthropic recluse, b ut—osten si­ 
bly at least—a still m ore bitter m isogy­ 
nist.

P o p u la r Science News. 
The applications of p hotograp hy to 
various new purposes are becoming 
alm ost as num erous as those of 
elec­ 
tricity. A correspondent of Science re­ 
lates a recent occurrence in France in 
which a com b ination of the tw o serv­ 
ed a very 
strange and 
rem arkable 
purpose. 
A large number of w ork­ 
men were buried in ti cave in a hill­ 
side by a landslide. 
It was found im ­ 
possible tn dig t hem out; but a hole 
was bored down to the cave, through 
the earth and rocks, large enough to 
put in provisions ;md tools. 
A s there 
was no sign of life, it was determined 
to try and lind out tlie condition of 
t he imprisoned men. 
An elect ric lam p 
and photographic cam era 
provided 
with a sensitive plate, were let down 
into the cave, and a quite perfect p ict­ 
ure was obtained, 
showing the uead 
bodies of the men lying on theground. 
It a lso showed th a t one of the last 
survivors had 
v a in ly 
a ttem p ted to 
preserve his life by eating the flesh of 
his dead 
com p anion s. 
After 
these 
facts 
had been ascertained, all a t ­ 
tem pts a t rescue were given up; but the 
novel m eans of investigation em p loy­ 
ed were very creditable to the ingenu­ 
ity of the operators.

“ Anabasis.” 
A curious arm y it is - 
old and young men and women, of all 
types, strong and weak, crippled and 
active— its variety is as broad as th at 
of human life! Fifty-eight hundred of 
its number 
receive 
salaries 
which 
range from $900 to $1,800 a year, 
and all, from chiefs to privates, are

hour. They work steadily until noon, 
and then usually take an hour for 
luncheon. 
A t 1 o ’clock they are back 
at their desks, and a t 4 their d a y ’s 
work is done. 
The treasury contains between 3,- 
500 and 1,000 clerks. It is the largest 
departm ent of the government. 
At I 
i*. m . four hum an stream s pour forth 
from its various exits, and the streets 
become crowded in a moment. 
Here 
goes a dashing young lady with a lunch 
basket in her hand, dressed in ihe 
latest fashion, and with a new spring 
bonnet resting jau n tily 
above 
her 
banged curls. 
Beside her is a gay- 
young man in a Derby, who* hats wit h 
her alm ost lovingly as they pass out 
together. 
In front of her i« a plainly 
dressed old 
woman, w ho probably 
keeps a fam ily out of (la* $720 a year 
which slit* makes by copying papers all 
d ay long, and back of her is a long 
thin dude with a collar as big as a 
shirt cuff and enormous cars. Fu rth er 
back t here is a widow in mourning, 
and as you look at her you wonder 
whet her her husband was a soldier. 
There arc 1,000 women in the gov­ 
ernment departm ent at 
Washington, 
and m any of the best looking and 
most intelligent ladies of the capital 
are so employed. 
They come, as a 
rule, from good families. 
M any of 
them arc the widows of noted generals, 
the daughters of ex-governors and «x- 
congre^jsmen, and now and < h**n you 
will fiuo the relative of a president or ! 
a cabinet minister. 
M any of them 
have 
traveled 
widely, 
and 
the 
great m ajority are e located and re­ 
lined ladies. 
They do all kinds of 
work, and receive 
salaries ranging 
from $720 to $1,800 a year. A> m on­ 
ey counters they are much more ex 
pert t ha n t he men, and the rap idity 
with which they can count thousands 
upon thousands of dollars without 
making a m istake makes your luain 
whirl asyo u watch them.

Both si*xes of clerks at W ashington 
work in the same depart ment, and it , 
i- often the case that young men and j 
j young women have desks side by side, j 
j'There is no restriction as to their j 
! social intercourse, and it is a m atter 
; of surprise to outsiders th a t so few 
i marriages occur among the clerks. 
It 
j is not th a t the girls are not good-look- , 
ing. nor that they are not good, neat 
! and intelligent. 
And it is not th a t the 
men are not noble and attractive. ; 
W ashington living, however, is expen- i 
sive, and it is co n trary to the rules of j 
the departm ent that tw o members of 
the same fam ily should hold positions 
under the government. 
The ladies in 
the departm ent earn enough to keep; 
them respectably, and they do not 
care to m arry a man w ho has nolarg- \ 
er income than themselves, and have ! 
in the end not as much pocket money 
as before. 
M any of the marriages 
which do take place are with men out- j 
side the departm ents, and it. is not an ! 
uncommon thing here fo ra good4ook j 
ing clerk to m arry a congressman, a 
senat or or a new’spaper correspondent. 
Mrs. Theaker, who is to be Stanley 
M atthew s’s wife, was a government 
clerk when she met and m arried Judge 
Theaker, a former 
com missioner of 
patents. 
Stephen A. 
Douglas m ar­ 
ried adepartm ent clerk, and A ttorney 
General Brew ster’s wife, although she 
was Robert 
J 
W a lk e r’s 
daughter, 
was working in the departm ents when 
he fell in love wit h her. 
I do not think women are justly 
treated in the departm ents. Men who 
do t he sa me class of work often receive 
higher salaries than a woman, and a 
$1,100 clerk and a $1,000 clerk are 
employed on the same work at tones, 
and the $1,000 woman perhaps does 
the most. 
It was in 1802th a t women 
entered the service as copyists and 
counters at a salary of $720 a year. 
They were not eligible to clerkships. 
At 
this time the men appointed to 
clerkships received $ 1 ,200 a year, and 
later, when the salary of such women 
was raised to $900, men doing the 
same w ork were paid as high as $1,200 
and 
$1,000 per annum . 
In 
1MTO 
women were made eligible to clerkships 
and since then they have been prom ot­ 
ed until now two receive $18,000 a 
year. 
But 
the 
high-priced 
women 
clerks are very few, and men who do 
a- good work receive as a rule better 
pay, and are more certain of holding 
th**ir positions. 
The young men in the departm ents, 
as a rule, have no one but themselves 
to care for, and if you ask them why 
they are not m arried, they will tell 
you th a t their salary is not large 
enough to support wives. 
Nearly all 
ol the single women in the departm ents 
have ot hers depending 
upon them. 
M an y of them send their sisters or 
brothers to school, am i m any of them 
are widows, who in this w ay support 
and educate their families. 
Some 
of the old lad y clerks 
are 
fine-looking, and some of t hem had not­ 
ed careers in society before going into 
tlie departm ents. 
One I know who 
had Jefferson for an ancestor, and 
another, perhaps the most, beautiful 
of the white-haired ladies of the treas­ 
ury, was the w ife of an Ohio governor 
who was a great friend of President 
Lincoln. 
Another Ohio governor lias 
a daughter in the departm ents, and 
one of the fine oXI ladies of the pension 
office, now a great grandm other, is n 
K ansas woman, who was the first 
wom an clerk ever elected by a legisla 
tive body in this country. 
These old 
lady clerks dress well, and among 
them are some of the most agreeable 
talkers in W ashington. 
Their hearts 
are young, though their hair is white, 
and they are alm ost as fascinating 
now as when the bloom was on their 


cheeks and they were the belles o* 
their native states. 
The women do the bulk of the dead 
letter office business. 
In 1884 then 
were twenty-seven male clerks in th* 
dead-letter office aitd seventy eight fe 
male clerks. 
The annual pay-roll o 
the male clerks was $37,100, an aver 
age of $4.41 per day. The annual pay 
roil of the seventy-eight femalecler k* 
was $73,420, or an average of $3.31 
per day. 
The men did practically tin 
same work as the women, but they re 
reived $1 more a d ay for it, and had 
the men’s work been done by women 
the government would have saved 
$9,311. 
H ad the men done ail the 
work a t the obove rate the pay-roll 
would have had to be increased $24, 
155. 
It would seem that an equal 
ization board ought to be appointed, 
and th a t Uncle Sam a t least should 
give his nieces the same pay as hi.- 
nephews when they do the same work. 
Is the civil service of the govern­ 
ment a good place for women? 
It seems to me t hat it is. 
The hours 
of labor are short, the work is not 
such th a t it. overtaxes the system and 
the labor is honorable. 
The salaries 
are better tban women < h ii make in 
almost any other oeciipation, and th** 
associations are 
wha* 
the women 
choose to make them. 
There u-ed to 
b ean ider that women in the depart 
ments were as a rule questionable 
characters; that they wen* mdelffed 
to politicians for their appointm ent, 
and th at t he appoint ment s were often 
given in th ? way of a bargain forques 
tionahle relations with such congress­ 
men. 
There m ay have been instanee- 
of this character, but they are by no 
means common, and ninety-nine him 
dredt hs of t he women in the d ep art­ 
ment s t o-day are as pun* as any in t Vie 
country. 
No woman who wishes to 
!>*• honest need fear th at she will he in 
suited while working for the govern 
m ent. 
The government clerks stand well it 
W ashington city. 
’They are fat aho < 
t he a verage of t he intelligence of men 
doing the same character of work 
which they do t hroughout the country 
W ashington is a pleasant 
place in 
which to live.

F o r the inform ation of those who 
have never ascended Vesuvius but hope 
to do so some day, I add that the trip 
by carriage from Naples is three and 
one half hours long to t he foot of the 
Funicular 
Railw ay. 
Thence to the 
upper station twelve minutes by a 
line much resembling th at of M ount 
W ashington or the Switzerland Rigi in 
ease and safety. 
Fro m there to the 
top of the crater is a steep climb of 
fifteen or twenty-five minutes, accord­ 
ing to the age and wind of theclim ber. 
Persons with weak lung- or shaky legs 
or in any r> 'p* * t infirm should not a t­ 
tempt the latter feat.

( >f bronze or stone! 
statues, household implements and j 
tools of trade, 
the yield is immense i 
hnd steady. 
These m ay be counted ; 
by 
the 
thousand in the splendid 
museum at Naples. 
One can see so 
m any articles of luxury and use ex­ 
actly sim ilar to those he buys nowa- 
lays th at lie is fain to pause and try 
to remember what besides the steam- 
?ngin»*J the photograph and the electric 
telegraph we moderns have invented. 
There being no more room at Naples 
to store these treasures the excess of 
them is huddled together in the court­ 
yards and houses of Pom peii herself. 
It is estimate*! th at at the present 
rate this mine of antiquities will not 
be worked out in fifty years. 
Vesuvius is the most deceptive of 
m ountains. 
W e know how treacher­ 
ous and cruel he is. 
B u t, as 
we see 
him gently smoking in the ha/.e of this 
soft, enervating atmosphere, w ethink 
him very much maligned. 
The chim ­ 
ney of a well legulated house could 
not be steadier of behavior. His sides 
look sleek in the distance. 
Onewould 
never suspect th a t all th at brown soft­ 
ness is la va fifty feet deep and cover­ 
ing thousands of acres. 
W hen 
I as­ 
cended the volcano on a fair day, I re­ 
alized how illusory are impressions 
when formed afar off. 
After travers 
ing Po rtici and Resina (old Herculane­ 
um) the carriage climbed a steepslope 
between country villas with “ plenty 
of fruit and shade,” as an advertise­ 
ment would say. 
Presently a sharp 
turn in the road brought me 
face to 
face with the head of a la va stream , 
which had been mercifully stayed at 
th at point years ago 
The road has 
been cut through it showing its depth, 
and th at was enough to have buried 
m its path an y of the villas I had seen 
below. 
F ro m this point on to the 
station of the Fu n icu lar R a ilw a y the 
road for the most time passes between 
gray-black walls of lava, the tops of 
which are curled like waves or twisted 
into capricious spiral forms, and there 
forever stilled. 
Not a flower or blade
